Roy M Todd was born to David 
Alexander and Josephine Marie 
Moulton Todd. His twin, Ray, died at 
birth. His brothers and sister were 
Dean Todd (md. Lois Wheritt), Blaine, 
Josie Todd (md. Grant Hicken). He 
was born in the home that was built in 
1879 by his grandfather, Thomas 
Todd, at 411 East 400 North , Heber. 
Graduated from LDS Seminary and 
Wasatch High School in 1933, was 
active in Scouting and received his 
Eagle Badge. High Priest in the Heber 
Sixth Ward. Active in 4-H and FFA 
clubs and held many offices, receiving 
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the State Farmer’s Degree. 
Represented Wasatch High at the Utah 
State Fair in both livestock and crop 
judging contests.. 

He worked in the grocery 
department and as a hardware clerk in 
Heber and Provo stores, and drove a 
bread truck for Center Bakery of Provo 
while the Heber Mercantile 
Department Store was being rebuilt 
after the fire in January 1937. He was 
again employed at the “Merc” when 
they reopened for business on October 
8, 1937. After a bookkeeping course at 
the LDS Business College in Salt 
Lake, he worked for Clarence Olsen, 
Heber Light & Power Co., and Heber 
Motor Co.. 

Roy and his brother Dean formed a 
partnership in 1938. They owned 100 
head of cattle they ran on permit in the 
Current Creek forest. In 1946 the 
brothers built an auction and sold 
livestock in Heber for three months 
each fall. During this time Roy was 
buying and selling cattle in the Uintah 
Basin, doing bookkeeping for 
Fitzgerald Tractor Co. in Roosevelt 
and Fitzgerald Machinery Co. in 
Heber. In 1947 the brothers bought a 
half interest in Fitzgerald Machinery 
Co. and the name was changed to 


Central E Farm 
Service. They owned and operated the 
first livestock auction in the Uintah 
Basin and the first auction for the 
Uinta Sales Barn was August 5,1950. 
The business was sold in 1977. 

Roy married LaRae Murdock 
Rhees on November 17,1950. Roy 
adopted LaRae’s daughter Marca Jean 
in 1955. LaRae died on June 18,1962 
in Roosevelt and is buried in the Heber 
City Cemetery. 

Roy married Lucille Coleman 
Todd on June 6,1963 in Salt Lake 
City, Utah , sealed for time and 
eternity July 15,1997 at Mt. 
Timpanogos Temple. Daughter Marca 
Jean was sealed to Roy and Lucille on 
the same day. 

Lucille Coleman was born in 
Heber City May 7,1924 to Alva L. 
Coleman and Sarah Ann (Annie) Lee 


Murdock Coleman. Her mother had 
four children by a previous marriage to 
Nymphus Murdock: Winnie(Baird), 
Lynn, Victor and LaRae Murdock 
(Todd). The family moved in 1925 to 
Salt Lake City where Alva was owner- 
operator of the Uintah Basin Stage 
Lines (Salt Lake via Provo and Heber 
to Vernal, Utah). 

Moved back to Heber in 1936 and 
purchased the Abram Hatch home at 
81 East Center, (now the Zion Bank 
Building). 

Lucille was active in sports and 
President of the Girl’s Athletic 
Association and Captain of the Girl's 
Basketball Team. Graduated from 
Wasatch High and LDS Seminary in 
1942, attended LDS Business College 
and worked as an accountant for Ford 
Dealership in the Salt Lake Valley, 
Denver, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles. 

Moved to Denver with her mother 
in 1951 to be near her father who was 
a tuberculosis patient at the 
Fitzsimmons Army Hospital. He died 
at the Veterans Hospital in Salt Lake 
City September 1953. 

Returning from Denver and taking 
position as office manager with the 
Bennett Leasing Company, Lucille and 
her mother purchased a home in Salt 
Lake. Her mother remained in the Salt 
Lake home until her death June 17, 
1971. 

Lucille married Roy M Todd June 
6, 1963 and moved to Roosevelt, Utah. 
Helped Roy in his business working as 
a sales ring clerk and bookkeeper for 
the Uinta Sales Barn. In 1980 they 
moved to Heber City, 450 North 400 
East, on the property Roy”s 
grandfather purchased in 1874. 

She enjoys photography, 
genealogy, and playing golf with the 
Wasatch Ladies Association . She is 
also very interested in the nine 


grand ` children, twenty two 
great-grandchildren and keeps in close 
touch with them, corresponding and 
always remembering birthdays and 
special occasions.
